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In response to the Interview Summary issued February 1 1, 2008, in connection 
with this application, please find submitted herewith a summary of the interview to be 
made of record under MPEP Section 713.04. 
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Interview Summary 

In a telephone interview with Examiner Lloyd Gall on February 5, 2008, the 
Examiner and the undersigned discussed the filing a divisional application. Specifically, 
the undersigned and the Examiner discussed whether certain features of the drawings, 
which had been subject to a restriction requirement, could be claimed in a divisional 
application based on Figures 9 and 10, even though these items were not shown in Figs. 9 
and 10. For example, the undersigned and Examiner discussed whether the hooks and 
slots on the door could be claimed in a divisional application on Figs. 9 and 10. The 
undersigned pointed out that support existed in the description for including these hooks 
and slots in the divisional claims even though the hooks were not shown in Figs. 9 and 
10. Specifically, paragraph [0048] states "the hooks 48 extend from door 16 which 
engage and disengage the slots 46 as the door 16 opens and closes 11 and the nothing else 
in the specification restricts these hooks and slots to be limited to the embodiment of 
Figs. 1-8 only. The Examiner agreed with the undersigned that support, at first glance, 
did exist in the description. Therefore, the Examiner agreed with the undersigned that as 
long as support existed in the description for the divisional claim elements, any divisional 
claims including these elements would be proper, even if not shown in Figs. 9 and 10. 

Since support does indeed exist, we would appreciate an indication from the 
Examiner that a divisional application including claims reciting such hooks and slots can 
be filed. 
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
